Funeral services for the late Char¬ 
lie Freeman of Coleman, were held 
at the Shorey Zadek Jewish cemei 
tery in Winnipeg, Man., on Mon¬ 
day, October 26th. 

Mr. Freemna died suddenly of a 
heart condition while attending a 
Masonic function in the Elks hall 
in Blairmore last Friday evening.

Recently I read a press report to 
the effect that a Japanese corpora¬ 
tion has “sent a team of experts to 
Canada’s prairie provinces to ex¬ 
plore the possibility of establishing 
factories fer the manufacture of 
small goods in underdeveloped 
areas.” 

So we’re an underdeveloped area, 
yet! 

Anyhow, because I live in Winni¬ 
peg where we have a big needle 
trade, I decided to pop this news 
report under the nose of a textile 
manufacturer to see what he’d say. 
He has been complaining that it is 
very tough trying to compete with 
exports from Japan, so I wanted to 
get his reaction to having one of 
their textile factories in his own 
backyard. He surprised me with his 
answer. 

His exact words were, “This ls a 
very silly idea, but I am all in favour 
of it. 

“The Japanese firm would then 
learn what it means to manufactur¬ 
er- in Canada, with Canadian taxes 
and wages, compared with the ad¬ 
vantages they have in Japan. 

“At present the Japanese textile 
people pay wages at about 15 cents 
an hour, with all sorts of encourage¬ 
ment from their own government. 
They drop their products in Canada 
with the utmost ease, able to under¬ 
cut Canadian prices, which are, in 
effect, Canadian wages. 

“If the Japanese gave up all of 
this and moved plants into Canada, 
their basic costs would then be the 
same as mine, and I would once 
more be able to compete for the 
Canadian market, and my workers 
would enjoy some security. 

“Just why the Japanese should 
choose to do this I cannot pretend 
to know, but I am certainly in fav¬ 
our of it.”

Reduce Head-on 
Collisions I 

Gordon E. Taylor, Minister of 
Highways, reported today that a i 

study has been carried out on the 1 

accident picture on the four-lane ; 

highways where the speed limit has ! 

been raised to 65 miles per hour by 
itay and 55 miles per hour by night 
commencing July 1st. The follow¬ 
ing points have been observed dur¬ 
ing the first two months, namely, 

July and August: 

1—The over-all accident rate on 
all of the four-lane sections where 
the increased speed limits were in 
-effect, shows a decrease from 2,15 _ 
tu 1,21 per 1,000,000 vehicle miles 
over the same two months in 1958. 
■The .injury rates decreased during 
' the same period from 1.63 to 1.17. 
ia)—On the divided four-lane 
...iU'Ctch between south of Bowden 
and Crossfield the accident rate de¬ 
creased from 1.4 accidents per 1,- 
wSr&bv ■ rr»ies in 1958 to 1.1 

in 1959. There were 14 accidents in 
1958- as compared with 11. in 1959. 

<b)—On the divided four-lane 
stretch from Airdrie north to Cross- 
field the accident rate decreased 
from .33 to .06 per 1,000,000 vehicle 
miles. There were actually 10 acci¬ 
dents a year ago during the two 
months while this year there were 
only two.

highway between Airdrie" and Cal¬ 
gary the accident rate increased 
this year during the two months 
from .14 to .17 per 1,000,000 ve¬ 
hicle miles. There were 10 accidents 
a year ago and 12 this year.

dersyde the accident rate decreas¬ 
ed this year from 3.3 during July 
and August, 1958, to 1.1 in 1959. The 
number of accidents in 1958 were 
six with only two in 1959. 

(e)—On the undivided stretch be¬ 
tween Edmonton and Nlsku the ac¬ 
cident rate decreased from 3.3 per 
million vehicle miles to .64. 

tf>—On the undivided stretch be¬ 
tween north of Red Deer and the 
Sylvan Lake roa dthe accident rate 
chopped from 2.8 in 1958 to 0 in 
1959. 

I g'— Oil the undivided stretch 
immediately south cf Red Deer the 
accident rate increased from 3.3 in 
1958 to 6.4 in 1959 with one fatality 
“1 am very pleased indeed that 
tile combined accident rate has de¬ 
creased where the increased speeds 
were in effect. This is encouraging. 
Care must be taken, however, to 
not make decisions or draw conclu¬ 
sions on the statistics for the two 
months. We plan to continue this 
study each month in order to de¬ 
termine and be aware of the actual 
trend,” Mr. Taylor said. 

"The divided four-lane highways 
do greatly reduce the chances for 
head-on collisions. Head-on colli¬ 
sions have been completely elimin¬ 
ated to date on the divided four- 
lane highways. There is evidence 
of what might have been head-ons 
in the centre ditch where a num¬ 
ber of cars have swerved and gone 
out of control—without the me¬ 
dian separation every such incident 
would be a potential killer of peo¬ 
ple,” the minister observed.

Dept, of Highways 
Ready For Roads 
This Winter 

Gordon E. Taylor, Minister of 
Highways, announced today that 
seme 800 tons of salt have alr^dy 
been ordered by his department. 

During the winter of 1958-59 more 
than 2,000 tons of salt were used 
on our highways. This salt is sup¬ 
plied from Lindbergh and is an 
Alberta product. 

The minister advised that the salt 
is used for the control of icing 
conditions on the highways. A sand- 
salt combination is applied to the 
roads. The salt assists in bedding 
the sand in the ice and it also cuts 
the ice and retards the freezing of 
rain on the surface of the road. 

Salt is not effective in below zero 
temperatures nor on glare ice at 
extreme temperatures. 

Every effort is made in the use 
of salt to reduce the chance for 
corrosion. Salt will eat right through 
a fender or other exposed metal 
parts of a vehicle. The manufac¬ 
turers have undercoated the vehicles 
in an effort to control this factor 
Salt is not used on concrete sur¬ 
faced highways as such could be 
most destructive to the concrete as 
the salt in conjunction with water 
sets up a chemical reaction; neither 
is the salt allowed to come in con¬ 
tact with the structural’ steel of 
bridges.

time in a safe manner and the fol¬ 
lowing snow equipment is ready for 
use;
